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In Protest

My friend and St. Louis, MO stamp dealer Ron McVay alerted me to a small lot offered in the Greater Mound City Stamp 
Club’s monthly auction at a St. Louis-area bourse in Fenton, MO on 12 July 2014. There was a treasure buried in a small 
lot of rather ratty old checks bearing R164 battleship Documentary revenues that I’d not have spied until my friend pointed 
it out - a Type RN-X7 check affixed to a Protest note filed in Flemington, NJ on May 4, 1900. I won the lot for $5.00 - 
making the average cost of this my new treasure just twenty-three cents! This was undoubtedly my Bargain of the Month 
for July 2014 - and the basis for a this article. 

1 have been seriously collecting revenue stamped paper for about 10 years. Figure 1 shows the only example I have seen 
of a Spanish-American War era check affixed to a protest document. 1 have examples of Civil War-era checks affixed to a 
receipt (RN-B1), to a protest document (RN-G1), and to vouchers (RN-G1). I have three examples of Spanish-American 
War voucher checks (RN-X7). My friend and noted RSP collector Bob Hohertz also has examples of the documents just 
described but does not believe he has previously seen an RN-X7 affixed to a protest form. Thus the check shown in Figure 
1 is particularly interesting! 



Figure 1. RN-X7 imprint on Lakes Flotel check No. 899 written on the Flemington National Bank of Flemington, NJ 
dated April 30 1900 and affixed to protest note dated May 4 1900 and bearing a 250 purple brown R169r “battleship” 
Documentary adhesive revenue stamp. The imprinted RN-X7 paid the two-cent tax on checks imposed by the federal 
government as a fund-raising measure from July 1 1898 to June 30 1902 as a method to help fund the cost of the Spanish- 
American War. Likewise, the R169r “battleship” Documentary paid the tax on the filing of the Protest document. Note 
that the R169r bears a perfin “1900” in addition to the conventional handstamp cancel. 
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The Flemington National Bank was established on Apr 15, 1876, located at 56 Main St in Flemington, NJ. It merged on 
Feb 24 1996 to become The Flemington National Bank and Trust Co. with (apparently) a shift in premises to 80 Main. St. 
following the merger. The new bank went through a further succession of mergers and continues in business today as a 
member of the Bank of America, National Association. 1 The protagonist of this tale, W. Floward Lake, had an account 
with the Flemington National Bank. 

Mr. Lake, proprietor of the Lakes Flotel, wrote a check on April 30, 1900 in the amount of $25.00 payable to the firm of W. 
Kuebler & Sons who operated a brewery on South Delaware St. in Easton, PA. The check was likely written in payment 
for beer delivered to the hotel. It would appear that the check failed to clear (“bounced” in common parlance) because Mr. 
Lake did not have sufficient funds on deposit with his bank to honor it. Hence, the official protest. 

Maddeningly, 1 have been unable to find little information on W. Howard Lake and none on his Lakes Hotel. Suffice it to 
say, liquid refreshment (aka beer) must have been served at the Lakes Hotel based upon his check to W. Kuebler & Sons. 
Perhaps a little too much beer interfered with Mr. Lake’s ability to balance his check book. (-: He may have also suffered 
from the problems that beset many small business - limited cash flow and thus failure to routinely carry a sufficient balance 
in his checking account. 

Some 10 years after the date of this check, there were some snippets of information in the Red Bank Register of Red 
Bank, NJ regarding a W. Howard Lake, suggesting that Mr. Lake had moved his operations to the town of Keyport on the 
northeastern coast of NJ some 40 miles or so from the inland area where he was likely located in 1900. An entry for 16 
Mar 1910 noted that W. Howard Lake, proprietor of the Mansion House of Keyport, and his brother Ross of Somerville, 
had sailed the previous week for Bermuda, where they planned to spend several weeks. Evidently business had improved 
and he wasn’t bouncing checks anymore! Another entry for 20 Nov 1910 stated that Mr. Lake, proprietor of the Mansion 
House, had bought a Ford touring car from R.D. Brown. A third entry for 21 Feb 1912 noted that Mr. Lake had been 
confined to his bed with rheumatism. 2 This suggests that he might have attained late middle age by the time of his 
proprietorship in Keyport. 



Figure 2. Postcard view of the Mansion House managed by Mr. Lake in 1910-12. The Mansion House was located at the 
southeast corner of Broad and First Streets in Keyport, just inland from the docks where steamers would put in from New 
York. The competing Pavilion Hotel was located almost immediately adjacent to the Mansion House. The first hotel on 
the site of the Mansion House was built in 1878 and served as a terminus for the Keyport - Long Branch stages. It burned 
and was replaced by the newer building, which remained a hotel until ca. 1928 when it was converted to retail shops and 
stores (its current situation in 2014). 

The Kuebler & Sons brewery was in business 1850 through 1953, with a period of dormancy or production of alternative 
products from 1920 through 1933 due to national Prohibition. It began as Glanz & Kuebler in 1850, morphing to Borrmann 
& Kuebler in 1878, Willibald Kuebler in 189 when it became W. Kuebler & Sons and remained thus until 1920. When the 
brewery resumed operations in 1933, it was as the Kuebler Brewing Company, Inc. - which it remained until closing in 
1953 when it could no longer compete with the larger national brewers. 4 

There was more information available about the owner of the brewery than the brewery itself. Willibald Kuebler was a 
prominent German-American citizen in Easton, PA for 43 years. He was sole proprietor of a large brewery and bottling 
establishment. He also invested considerable money in real estate in and around Easton and accumulated a goodly fortune 
as a result. 

He was a native of Baden,Germany, born on Nov 12, 1826, to Andrew and Nothpurga (Baechle) Kuebler. His father a 
farmer and dealer in heavy timber. Willibald was the only survivor of eight children born to his parents. He emigrated 
to the United States in 1850, first locating in Philadelphia, where he remained for two years in the employ of Engle & 
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Wolf, brewers. He had learned this business in Germany and had worked at it before moving to Pennsylvania. He left 
Philadelphia in 1852 and moved to Easton where he engaged in partnership with a Mr. Glenz and started a started a 
brewery in the rear of what is called “Nightingale’s Corner.” The two men operated the brewery for about two years. 

It was in 1855 that the brewery was established at South Delaware Street, and before many years had passed, their 
increasing trade made it necessary to enlarge the plant. In 1876 Mr. Kuebler became sole owner of the business. He was a 
man of considerable mechanical genius and has patented some valuable and labor-saving brewery machinery, one of which 
was called the Automatic Reversing Machine (I was unable to find information about this machine). The capacity of his 
brewery was about 25,000 barrels per year, which included beer, porter, and export lager. In 1862 he took the first prize 

for brewed lager at New York, the first award of the kind ever given in 
the United States. The “New York” is unspecified but may refer to the 
Great New York State Fair of Oct. 1862 held in Rochester. 

Politically, Mr. Kuebler was a Democrat and was for a time a leading 
man in his party. Socially, he was a Mason. In 1857, he married 
Mary Klusmeyer of Easton. He and his wife subsequently had five 
children: William, Charles, Frank, Kate, and Mary. The eldest son, 
William, became general superintendent of the brewery and also a 
Director in the Northampton County Bank. The second son, Charles, 
became manager of the bottling works and general bookkeeper of both 
that and the brewery. The third son, Frank, assisted his brother in the 
brewery. 5 


There is what appears to be an extraneous note in pencil on the front of 
the protest document that reads “Callaws (my best interpretation) note 
was due May 3 for $200.00.” It is unknown what this annotation might 
have to do with a bad check that bounced for lack of sufficient funds 
and which is the direct object of the protest. As the official protest for 
the bad check was filed on May 4 (the day after the May 3 date in the 
penciled note) there may be some unknown official connection with 
the legal process. Could it be that the $25.00 check was originally 
intended to be a partial payment on a larger amount that was due? No 
one knows at this late date. In the absence of any additional supporting 
documentation, the pencil notation is ignored as extraneous. 

The front of the Protest document details the cost of filing the protest 
transaction on May 4 1900: $25.00 due for the check that bounced; 
$1.30 fee for filing the protest; $0.04 for mailing notification to Mr. 
Lake; $0.25 for the revenue stamp fee; plus two other $0.25 fees the 
reasons for which are not noted. The note is endorsed by the firm 
to whom the bad check was written plus the cashiers of the two 
banks through which the check bounced: E. J. Richards, cashier of 
the Northampton National Bank in Easton, PA, where W. Kuebler & 
Sons maintained a business account, and, A. B. Haring, Cashier of the 
Union National Bank of Frenchtown, N.J.

From the foregoing information, it appears that the following sequence of events occurred: 

• W. Howard Lake tendered his check, written on The Flemington National Bank, to pay W. Kuebler & Sons for 
goods or services rendered. Likely, it was for payment for goods - beer. 

• W. Kuebler & Sons, upon receiving the check, presented it at their bank (Northampton National Bank of Easton, 
PA) to be cashed and to receive the payment promised by W. Howard Lake. The Northampton National Bank applied a 
light blue handstamp reading “PAY ANY NATIONAL BANK or Order Northampton Bank, E. V. RICHARDS, Cashier 
Endorsements Guaranteed”. This “PAY ANY ...” stamp was commonly applied to checks presented for payment at a bank 
in cases where the check was likely to be sent forward to another bank for final payment. 

• A second light blue crosshatched handstamp reading “ENDORSEMENT CANCELLED” was applied over the 
light blue handstamp reading “PAY ANY NATIONAL BANK or Order Northampton Bank, E. V. RICHARDS, Cashier 
Endorsements Guaranteed”. It is likely that this handstamp was applied when either the Northampton National Bank 
realized that the check was not valid or by the bank to which it was forwarded (the Union National Bank of Frenchtown, 
NJ) when it was realized that there were insufficient funds in W. Howard Lake’s account to cover payment to W. Kuebler 
& Sons. 


• I am guessing that the Northampton National Bank may have had a correspondent bank through which they 

would normally have cleared this check - the Union National Bank of Frenchtown, N.J. Frenchtown is roughly midway 
between Flemington, NJ and Easton, PA. The Northampton National Bank clerk that originally handled this check may 
have reflexively stamped the back of it with a handstamp in favor of the Union National Bank and then, becoming aware of 
the problem with the check, scribbled over the handstamp to indicate that it was no longer applicable and simultaneously 
applied the “ENDORSEMENT CANCELLED” handstamp. These two actions would have set the protest process into 
motion. 


• The result of the protest process is exemplified by the dishonored check firmly attached to the formal Protest form. 

The result of the Protest at this late is unknown but, presumably, Mr. Lake would have seen the error of his ways as a result 
of this low-level legal action and would have satisfied his debt with a new check that cleared or with cash in order to avoid 
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the more onerous legal process that would have surely followed had he not done so. 

With this bit of unpleasantness behind him, Mr. Lake apparently moved on to the new business in Keyport, NJ described 
earlier in this article sometime between 1900 and 1910.

Editor's Comment 



Most, if not all, of the Spanish-American War tax era checks or drafts attached to documents in my collection involve ones 
attached to invoices to serve as a form of receipt, in this example the Butte, Anaconda and Pacific Railway Company paid 
the Postmaster of Anaconda for stamped envelopes. The Assistant Postmaster signed the company receipt, and the railroad 
attached their cancelled check to it. 

The document and the attached check are shown on the facing page. 
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The Butte, Anaconda and Pacific line was established in 1892 or 1893, depending on which source you credit - probably 
one date was the signing of an agreement and the other the actual building of the railroad. 

The railroad's main purposwe was to haul copper ore to the Anaconda smelters, but it also carried some passengers and 
general freight. It began with steam locomotives, but by 1912 about half of its 135 miles of track were electrified. It hauled 
miners to and from work into the 1950's. 

The Anaconda copper smelters closed in the 1980's and the State of Montana acquired the railroad. It was sold to investors 
in 1990 who changed its name, but in 2007 the Patriot Rail Corporation acquired it and restored the name of Butte, 
Anaconda and Pacific. It is operated today to haul mostly copper-related freight, including copper-impacted soil.

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A Cross Border Draft

Here is an interesting 1932 cross border sight draft from Montreal, Canada to Saint Johns, Newfoundland. At that time 
Newfoundland was still a British Colony, so revenue duty had to be paid in both countries. 

On the front of the draft the Canadian duty of two cents was paid with an excise duty stamp, FX34, and on the back the 
Newfoundland duty of six cents was paid by three Inland Revenue stamps: NFR 16a, five cents; NFR17a, ten cents: and 
NFR 24, fifty cents. 

It was not until 1949 that Newfoundland voted to become Canada's tenth province.

Since we were (last issue) featuring checks with United States patriotic vignettes on the cover, we feel that it is only 
appropriate to include a money order taxed by both our Canadian and British friends. 

Issued on June 30, 1939 in Alberta, denominated in pounds, shillings and pence, it was taxed three cents Canadian. It was 
apparently cashed at Lloyds Bank Limited on July 11, where it received the 2d British tax stamp. On July 12 it was received 
directly by the Bank of Montreal in London. From handstamps on the back we know it reached the Bank of Montreal in 
Quebec on July 21, and was back in the Bank of Montreal in Calgary on July 25, having made a quick round trip and 
picking up tax stamps of two countries.
